Tw test the capacity of privates for the duties 
of non. commissioned officer, commanders of troops, bat-

If found well qualified for the 
duties of corporal, the appointment of lance corporal may* 
with the approval of the regimental or post commander, be 
renewed; but not more than one lance corporal at the same 
time for the same troop, battery or company. and four for 
a company at recruiting depots, are authorized. Lance cor- 
porals holding renewed appointments are on the same foot- 
ing regarding reduction as corporals during the time for 
which appointed. A lance corporal shall wear in addition to 
the uniform of a private, a chevron having one bar of lace 
or braid; holding a renewed appointment, he shall wear the 
uniform of ® corporal. except the chevron shall bave but 
one bar of lace or braid. 

1455. The pav status of officers and enlisted men with- 
drawn from duty by arrest and confinemevt by the civil 
authorities will be the same as that of absence without 
leave; if released without trial or after trial and acquittal 
their right to pay during such absence from duty is re- 
stored, Anenlisted man, while so beld,if present at the 
payment of bis command, may be paid on the regular rolls 
the amount shown due him upto date of such arrest.

direct that the paymaster may well carry the funds with him 
and thus save the smal! expense of sending them by express. 
Of this the Division or Department Commander may beable 
to judge, tut in all cases where, in the opinion of the Com- 
manding General, sucb precaution is necessary, I think the 
public funds should be sent by express.”

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CANDIDATES FOR SECOND LIEUTENANCIES. 


AFTER the sixty-six members of this year’s grad- 
uating class and fifteen successful candidates from 
the ranks have been provided for, the Secretary of 
War estimates that there will be about forty vacant 
second lieutenancies available for candidates from 
civil life. This is a good deal of Army patronage 
for the President to have at his disposal at one 
time, but there is no danger that any of it will go 
a-begging. There are already about two hundred 
candidates, and the number is daily increasing. 
Secretary Proctor is now considering how to fill the 
vacancier. He had thought at one time of confin- 
ing the selections entirely to graduates of State 
colleges having Army officers as instructors, and to 
members of the National Guard, but it is under- 
stood that both he and the President now favor a 
wider field of selection. There is no indication of 
any intention to modify the rules laid down in 
G. O. 5, H. Q. A., Jan. 6, 1890, which leaves it 
discretionary with the Secretary as to the designa- 
tion of civilian candidates for examination. Due 
consideration will be given to applicants of the two 
classes named, and, other things being equal, they 
will doubtless have the preference, but iatelligent 
young men with good endorsements will also re- 
ceive consideration. The Secretary is at present 
engaged looking over the papers of those who have 
already applied, with the view to the selection of 
about fifty of the most desirable for examination 
before a board to be convened in Washington 
within a few weeks. It had been suggested to the 
Secretary that he throw the gates open to all can- 
didates, under certain age limits, but this would 
involve many disappointments, much expense to 
candidates without any chance of reward, and con- 
siderable unnecessary labor on the Department. 
Hence the Secretary has concluded to reserve unto 
himself the right to make the selections under the 
conditions imposed in the G. O. referred to. This 
order places the age limit between 21 and 27 years, 
which bars out quite a number who have already 
applied. 

The number 





of {successful candidates from the 
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ranks of 2d lieutenancies in the Army is somewhat 


larger this year than usual. Of the 16 cases re. 
ported upon, 13 were recommended for appointment, 
the majority of them getting exceptionally high 
percentages. The Departments of California and 
Missouri and the Division of the Atlantic are yet to 
be heard from. The list of successful candidates, it 
will be observed, includes the son of a naval officer, 
three sons of Army officers and the son of a retired 


non-commissioned officer.

THE United Service for June contains some excel- 
lent reading. Lieutenant J. C. Wilson, U. 8. N., 
contributes suggestions on the Reorganization of 
the Personnel of the Navy. Emily Thurston de- 
scribes in graphic terms a Ride through the [ndian 
Territory. Wm. Gray Brooks discusses the Legal 
Aspects of the Killing of General Barrundia. Colo- 
nel A. G. Brackett, U.S. A., gives an interesting 
Sketch of the late General Sherman. “ His Atone- 
ment” is the title of a short romantic story by Cap- 
tain H. D. Smith, U.S. R.M. “#8. G.” contributes 
verses on “A Daisy on a Grave.” Lieutenant Thos. 
H. Wilson, 2d U. 8. Infantry, continues his story— 
Jobn Nelson’s Reformation. H. Graham eketches a 
Western Campaign against Indians from Fort Snel- 
ling in 1857,and Medical Director Edward Shippen 
reviews several recent works under the head of 
“Among our Contemporaries.”” The number closes 
with asketch of Lieutenant R. M. G. Brown, U. 8. 
Navy, whose portrait appears as a frontispiece. 








A CASE of considerable interest to dismissed Army 
officers will shortly be decided by the U. S. Court 
of Claims. It is that of B. L. Fletcher, late captain, 
on the retired list, who claims salary as an Army 
officer from the time of his dismissal in 1870 to 1888, 
when the order of dismissal was formally ap- 
proved by President Cleveland. The claim is based 
on the decision in the well known Runkle case, 
which, in effect, makes the approval of the sentence 
of dismissal in a Court-martial case void unless it 1s 
shown by the record that the President autborized 
it. In Fletcher’s case the order of dismissal was by 
direction of “the Secretary of War.” It is also 
claimed that the charge and specifications (involv- 
ing indebtedness) were void in law, the offence not 
being within the Articles of War, and that the court 
was illegally constituted, it comprising only eight 
members, when it was easy and practicable to have 
bad the usual thirteen members. The case of Fietcher 
is one of a number which President Cleveland for. 
mally approved three years ago, as a result of the 
decision in the Runkle case. 








Captain A. T. Manan, U.S.N., furnishes to the 
N. Y. Herald an exposure of the ignorant criti- 
cisms by ex Senator Ingalls on what he calls ‘The 
Annual English War Scare.’”’ Capt. Mahan says :‘ 
“The writer has found commonly current among 
our people the idea, adopted by Mr. Ingalls, that in 
an efficient, passive coast defence, making entrance 
impossible to an enemy, our country has all the se- 
curity it needs. Thisis a most unfortunate belief* 
from which the Navy suffers greatly, and which 
New York beyond all other parts of the country is 
interested in removing. This city is the great focus 
of an external and coastwise trade, which must fall 
if we have not a mobile force that can go beyond 
the range of our forts and torpedoes and drive from 
our ocean limits any probable naval enemy which 
‘may attempt to interfere with them. How great 
these interests are few take the trouble to under 
stand ; and above all most of our people forget, if 
they ever knew, that not even foreign merchant 
ships can enter a blockaded port.” It 1s shown how 
such a mobile force concentrated at such a strategic 
point as New York harbor, with its double en- 
trance, can be made effective for the defence of our 
entire coast. 








We bave been for some time aware that it was 
the desire of the Secretary of the Navy to place 
Captain Henry Erben in command of the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard, to succeed Admiral Braine, but were 
hot quite sure that he would be able to arrange the 
programme to his satisfaction, and hesitated to an- 
hounce the coming appoipiment. Secretary Tracy 
is wise in selecting to represent him at Brooklyn a 
man concerning whose firmness and sound “horse 
sense” there can be no question. Captain Erben is

that man; and whatever may be said for others, 
there can be no doubt as to him. Under a political 
administration Captain Erben might not prove 
himself a Talleyrand in diplomacy, but that era is 
happily at an end, and now the place exactly fits the 
man. There is not in the entire Navy a “squarer 
toed” man than Henry Erben. The N. Y. Commer- 
cial Advertiser says : ‘“‘ The new Civil Service rules 
will bave a most energetic backing by the new com- 
mandant, and the plan of the Secretary will be 
carried out in every detail, as Capt. Erben is a bard 
worker himself and he possesses the gift of making 
others do their best all the time, and his many es- 
timable qualities have througbout his long career 
rendered him one of the most popular officers of 
the Navy.” 








Tue Los Angeles Times, in an article discussing 
the propriety of continuing the three military geo- 
grophical divisions as now organized—Atlantic, Mis- 
souri, and Pacific—says: “‘ The divisions and depart- 
ments that Secretary Proctor found in existence 
when he came into office were the creations of mili- 
tary men of the highest repute and great experience 
—the great soldiers of our greatest war—Grant and 
Sherman. We but voice public sentiment when we 
say: Let the military geography made by these 
illustrious soldiers stand. The people view with 
reverence any work of theirs,and with suspicion 
the hand that would, without sowe mighty reason, 
change or destroy it.” 








“GENERAL SHERMAN's Last Speech” will be 
printed in full iv the June Century. lt was deliv- 
ered at the Press Club dinner to Henry M. Stanley, 
at Delmonico’s, Jan. 31, 1891, and not reported at the 
time. The Century's article is printed from manu- 
script dictated by General Sherman. The speech is 
in response to the toast,“*The Old Army.” The 
full-page portrait of the General, which accompa- 
nies the article, and a poem, “Sherman,” by Rich- 
ard Watson Gilder, is areproduction of the splendid 
bust made by Augustus St. Gaudens. 





RECENT DEATHS. 

CAPTAIN JoHN Wuitney, U. 8S. A., retired, who 
died suddenly at his home in New York City May 
16, served for a few months early in 1861 as a ser- 
geant of Co. D, 2d Ohio Infantry, and in August of 
that year was appointed a 2d lieutenant of the 3d 
U. 8S. Infantry and was promoted Ist lieutenant in 
1863. He resigned April 25, 1865, and in the follow- 
ing July was appointed acaptain of the 8th U.S. 
Veteran Infantry. For his gallant and meritorious 
services during the war he received the brevets of 
major and lieutenant colonel. He was mustered 
out April 27, 1866,and a few days afterwards was 
appointed a 2d lieutenant of the 15th U.S. Infantry. 
He was afterwards transferred to the 24th and then 
to the 11th Infantry, and attained the grade of cap- 
tain in 1885. He was retired April 24, 1886, for disa- 
bility mecurred in the line of duty.

The de- 
ceased officer was born in Penusylvania, but was 
appointed to the Naval Academy from Rhode 
lsland. He was graduated in 1867 and madea cruise 
in the Minnesota in 1867.68, during which he was 
promoted to ensign in 1868. He served in the Pow- 
hatan and Onward in 1869, was promoted to master 
in March, 1870, and was commissioned lieutenant in 
November, 1871. He was aide to the commandant of 
the New York Navy-yard, 1888 89, and was aide to 
the Secretary of the Navy fora few months in 1890. 
Wheu Rear Admiral Gherardi took command of the 
North Atlantic Squadron Lieut. Paul accompanied 
him asa member of his staff. He was a man con- 
scientious to the extreme in the matter of duty and 
might have come North before but manfully stuck 
to bis post. Lieut. Paul was unmarried. His only 
sister is Mrs. W.W. Astor, of New York. The funeral 
took place on Tuesday from his brother’s residence 
in Philadelphia. The interment was private. 


GENERAL GrorGe A. WASHBURNE, who died at 
Waihbalia, 8. C., May 19, belonged to Hartford, and 
served gailantly with Connecticut troops during the 
war.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Said Napoleon to O'Meara at St. Helena, “ almost 
all ministers are liars, and Talleyrand is their 
corporal.” Talleyrand c'est le plus vil du agio- 
teurs, homme corrompu sans opinion mais 
homme d'esprit. A figurant ready to sell himseif 
and everything to the best bidder.” It is the 
knowledge of Talleyrand’s venal spirit that has no 
doubt prompted the suggestion that some of the 
most interesting revelations contained in his mem- 
oirs as originally prepared were sold in advance of 
publication to those compromised by his recolleo- 
tions. Certainly the two volumes of Talleyrand’s 
Memoirs thus far published* do not fulfil the prom- 
ise of pany J revelation. They could not be other- 
wise than interesting, but they disappoint the ex- 
pectation raised by the care with which they have 
been withbeld from publication fur fifty years, 
Doubtless many of his statements lose something of 
their significance by being removed so far from the 
circumstances of the time. Many facts concerning 
the Civil War, for instance, whicb, if published q 
quarter of a century ago, would bave staried augry 
con*roversier, may now be made public without 
raising even a ripple of excitement. Certainly the 
declarations as to the pepe | and complete- 
ness of the “ Memoirs” as now published are clear 
and explicit. The portraits of Talleyrand in the 
two volumes number seven in all. The first volume 
covers the period from Talleyrand’s birth in 1754 to 
the Erfurt interview in 1808; the second commences 
with Napoleon’s second marriage in 1809, and ends 
with the Congress of Vienna. These volumes are so 
largely occupied with Napoleon and his affairs that 
they bave a special interest for all military readers, 
and are a valuable addition to the series of Napol- 
eonic memoirs. Napoleon has told us what he 
tnought of Talleyrand. Here we learo Talleyrand’s 
Opinoionof Napoleon. Lf bis memoirs lack the ex- 
pected spice of wickedness, they are certainly one 
of the most interesting and valuable of all the na- 
merous contributions to our knowledge of the Na- 
poleonic era. No library is conplete without them. 


Ln the organization of such societies as those of the 
“Colonial Dawes,'’ the Sons and Danghters of the 
Revolution, and the Society of 1812, are found pleas. 
ant proof of a growing sentiment of ancestry which 
may serve as a useful counterpoise for the undue 
development of alien interests on American soil, 
“ There is no more American society in the United 
States," we once overheard a teutonic neighbor 
saying on an ocean steamer, “it is all German.” 
In the live of this useful work of strengthening the 
sentiment of nationality are the researches of Mr. 
Alex. Brown into the origin of the movement tnat 
led to the peopling of America with men of Anglo- 
Saxon descent. In two bulky volumes, published 
by Houghton, Mifflin and Uo., he bas given us the 
results of bis researches into the period between the 
return of Weymouth to Eugiand in July, 1605, and 
the return of Daleio June, 1616, the crucial period 
of English occupancy of North America. flere we 
find gathered together ia one solid strand the flying 
threads of historical incident connectiug the earli- 
est colonial enterprises with their originators in 
England who sought to secure for their country 
and for their religion, “a lot or purtion in the new 
world.” These volumes show the most painstaking 
research and an enthusiasm for historical research 
which has evidently made them a labor of love, 
We know of vo more important,contribution to our 
colonial history. The brief viographies at the end 
are an’ exceedingly valuable feature of the work 
and it is completed with a full index, a feature too 
often lacking in works useful for reference. These 
biographies are intended to inciude all those associ- 
ated with the early settlement of America. Some 
of the current delusions concerning that braggar 
advepturer of Pocahontas fame, John Smith, are 
dispelled by these volumes. He is shown to have 
had much less to do with the settlement of Virginia 
than was sup » and to have been indeed a col- 
ossal fraud. He crowded five years of adventure 
into eighteep. months of time, and after speading 
forty of bis fifty years of life begging in Ireland or 
living quietly in England, he deciarea in 1631 
that he had “lived neere 37 years in the midst of 
wars, pestilence and famine.”’ Smith “ evidently 
appropriated to himself incidents in several pub- 
lications and in the lives of many other men.”” The

TRIAL OF THE VESOVIUS. 


THe Vesuvius was tested on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day at Fort Monroe in the presence of the Board, 
Commander R. D. Evans, Lieut. Comdr. A. R. 
Couden, and Lieut. J. F. Meigs. Eleven shots were 
tirst fired to gauge the air pressure. Six range shots 
were then fired from the starboard and five from 
the midship gun. They varied in accuracy from a 
— + ae of 24 yards from the target to one of 310 
yards. 

Six shots were next fired successively from the 
starboard gun,and then tbree from the midship 
gun. The first three and the last three shots were 
fired when barely moving; the fourth, fifth and 
sixth were fired while dashing at the target, at the 
rate of about 14 knots an hour. 

The following are the results of the shots : 

No. 2 Buoy, { mile, shot 3, bull’s eye; time, 8 
seconds

No. 3 Buoy, % mile; shot 8; 16 yds. to left, 35 yds. 
short; time, 9% seconds. 

No. 4 Buoy, 1 mile; shot 1; exact line, 52 yds. over; 
time, 104¢ seconds. 

No. 4 ng 1 mile; shot 4; 52 yds. to left, 32 yds. 
over; time, 104¢ seounds. 

No. 4 Buoy, 1 mile; shot 7; 24 yds. to left, 444 yds. 
short; time, 10 seconds. 

On Wednesday the s1x projectiles remaining were 
fired at estimated distances. 

The first shot was fired opposite Buoy No. 1 to bit 
Buoy No. 4,a mile distant. it was a good line shot, 
and passed about 20 yards over the target. 

Shot No. 2 was fired between Buoys Nos. land 2 
to hit No. 4, an estimated three-quarters of a mile. 
It was a good lineshot, but went fully 200 yards be- 
yond the target. 

Shot No. 3 was fired midway between Buoys No. 
land 2to hit Buoy No. 3, an estimated half mile. 
it struck 20 yards to the right and 250 yards beyond 
the target. 

Three shots were then fired at a twel\ e-oared cut- 
ter, towed at the end of a 300-yard line by the 
Cushing, going at the rate of 10 knots, the Vesuvius 
being under way at the same time. 

A moving target and a moving platform were 
thus obtained, and as the firing distance had to be 
estimated, the conditions of actual battle were more 
nearly secured than in most target practice. The 
firat shot from an estimated distance of one mile 
fell 16 yards tothe leftand short about 150 yards. 
The second from a supposed distance of half a mile 
was a line shot, going 450 yards over the cutter. The 
last shot fired from an estimated distanve of one- 
half mile, while going at the rate of 17 knots, was a 
line shot and struck about 300 yards beyond the 
cutter. 

Concerning the results, the Herald correspond- 
ent says : 

* This closed the trials, as all the projectiles sup- 
plied had been discharged. It is evident that with 

the pneumatic aerial torpedo-thrower, as with ail 

other instruments of precision, practice is impera- 

tive to get satisfactory results. The experiments 
of the last two days hereare valuable as showing 
that the guns bave been properly ranged, and when 

the gunners have been sufficiently trained, work 

within the range of one mile can be done 
more efficiently than by any other existing torpedo 


system.”’ 

This opinion will not be generally accepted, but 
we wait for more definite information before de- 
termining how far the principle of the pneumatic 


gun is applicable to floating constructions.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


CAMP OF INSTRUCTION, NEW YORK. 


ApDJT.-GEN. Porter, of New York, will issue an 
order next week defining the ruutine to be observed 
at the State Camp of Instruction. The order, like 
several previous oues, will be a very useful and in- 
structive one. Aside from giving the daily camp 
routine, which differs but little from that of last 
year, the order clearly explains the various duties 
called for under the head of hours and calls for 
service, and makes plaia little points under these 
heads and others, not heretofore understood thor- 
ougbly by many officers and men. A proper study 
of the order will be of great benefit toall. There 
may possibly be a change this year relating to the 
appointment of a “ Post Commander.’’ Whether 
each brigadier will be given a chance to assume 
command, or whether some one officer will be placed 
in contro) the entire season, or whether the Adjt.- 
General will be detailed as heretofore is at pre- 
seit problematical. We believe, however, thata per- 
manent post commander is favored, and would be 
tound the most advantageous. It may prove diffi- 
cult to secure an officer of the requisite rank who 
can afford to leave his business and devote six weeks 
wholly to camp duty, but if such an officer is avail- 
able, we believe bis selection as post commandant 
for the season is very likely. Adjt.-Gen. Porter, 
it is said, is disposed to take a vacation, and allow 
some one else to assume the responsibilities of post 
commander he has so ably fulfilled for some years 
past. During his administration, such a complete 
series of orders and regulations for the government 
of the camp have been formulated and issued from 
bis office—covering all details of duties—so care- 
fully and completely, that a new post commander 
will really have little or no chance to get in * new 
ideas,” and, practically, he will bave little else to do 
but to supervise the proper observance of the duties 
prescribed. 





NEW JERSEY. 


Tue 4th Regt.. Col. Wanser, assembled in their armory in 
Jersey City on Wednesday, May 13, for annual inspection 
and muster. The companies were tuspected by Major Ubas, 
Bolt wood, Ist Brigade staff, assisted by Capt. 8. W. McClave, 
A. D.C. The inspection demonstrated that the regiment, 
as far astbeturnoutof the men, made a remarkably good 
showing, and it wasin a flourishing condition, The com- 
mand consists of six separate organizations, with a gun de- 
tachment, located in drill balia in different parts of the 
county. Io order to bave battalion drills the regiment is 
forced to rent a shed, considerable distance from their head- 
quarters. The command was inspected without koapsacks, 
haversacks or overcoats, these being kept in the arsenal at 
Trenton, and are only used when on State service. Many of 
the muskets thatthe men carried are unserviceable, the 
locks are out of order, and in many cases the bayonets 
could not be removed except with great difficuity. It is 
surprising that any great and prosperous State will arm its 
soldiers with unserviceable weapons and that such an or- 
ganization as the 4th Regiment should be aliowed to occupy 
such quarters. The fine breechloading howitzer is stored io 
a box like a coal bin and the quarters are inadequate for 
drilis. The inspectors compli ted the headquarters on 
the perfect condition of the regimental books. ‘I'he muster 
showed the field and staff and pon-commissioned staff, Cos. 
A, Capt. T. Howarc Bumstead, Jr.; B, Capt. Andrew De- 
nom, Jr.; D, Capt. N. Buros; E, Capt. Robt. Y. Smith, and 
F, Capt. Jos. H. Bressinger, had each 100 per cent., and the 
entire command consists of a very intelligent ciass of men.

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MASSACHUSETTS NAVAL BATTALION. 


THAT tbe Massachusetts Naval Battalion is not composed

COMPETITIVE DRILLS. 


Many officers of the Guard are opposed to “ competitive 
drills,” that is, as carried out by some of the Southern and 
Western ea for money prizes. Brig.-Gen. L. M. 
Openheimer, Texas Volunteer Guard, in reference to the 
subject says very forcibly: ** These competitive drills re- 
quire no preparation beyond practicing the manual of arms 
aod drilling in school of the company. They demand no 
knowledge whatsoever of guard, picket or police duty, 
skirwish or target practice, and the best drilled company in 
the country may possibly not have a man in its ranks that 
can pack a knapsack or pitch a tent,and I think that the 
State authorities should therefore consider the pernicious 
influence and results of the ‘money matches’ and throw 
their influence against them. ‘Ihe most effectual step in 
accomplishing this desired result would be by our a- 
ture granting appropriations for annual encampments. If 
this cannot be done, and cities and associations are deter- 
mined to bave these competitive eacampments, offer them 
moderate prizes for knowledge of guard, picket and other 
camp duties, promptness in reporting for said duties, con- 
tinued orderly conduct, collectively and individually, in 
aod out of camp during the entire encampment, for obedi- 
ence, general discipline, proficiency in battalion and skir- 
mish drills, packing knapsacks, pitching tents, etc. A week 
speot by our volunteer guard at this sort of an encampment 
would enable them to acquire more knowledge of military 
ethics and duties than they would ina year spent at one of 
the usual competitive * hippodromes.’”

The Engineer urges tbat Lieut. Fiske’s range 
finder sbould be tried without delay, after the fav- 
orable results of the experiments with it elsewhere. 
The French report highly commends it in principle 
and actiov, and speaks of the results obtained in a 
trial wade by erecting the instruments on the deck 
of the Formidable. The base was 69m., and the 
readings of the range finder noted by comparison 
with those obtained by sextart observstions, did not 
vary 5 percent. Afterwards an equally good result 
was obtained in motion under conditions in action 
with speeds up to 20 knots. As it was difficult to in- 
sure the observations being simultaneous, these re- 
sults were ignored. The committee concluded from 
the first series, however, tbat the use of the instru- 
ment in action was feasible with trained mep, and 
that while the difficulties increased with a bign sea, 
they affected the range findivg in a less measure 
tban the pointing of the guns. Under circumstances 
specially favorable to the use of the range finder, 
the errors fell to a mean of 3 per cent., and the com- 
mission considered that it fulfilled tha object for 
which it was designed. Its use at night was dwelt 
on as a valuable possibility. In an Italian trial the 
instruments were mounted on the Terrible, and used 
on both sides. The first series of observations gave 
a mean error of 58 per cent., for a mean distance of 
2.978.3 m.— 3,257 yards. Another series in motion 
gave a wean error of 24 per cent., for a distance of 
1,930 m.—2,133 yards, The other series gave a 4 per 
cent. error for 3,640 mw. at anchor ; 3.23 per cent. for 
2,290.8 m.; 1.8 per vent., for 1,565 m.; 2.8 per cent. for 
3,880 m.; 6.8 per cent. for 3,240 m. In conclusion the 
report potes the followiog ‘inal mean errors: For 
1,000 m., 13 per cent.; for 2,000 m., 26 per cent.; for 
3,000 m., 39 per cent.; for 4000 m., 5.2 per cent., and 
for 5,000 m., 65 per cent. error. These were obtained 
with a base of 58 9 m., which is a ehorter one than is 
recommended.

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FOREIGN ITEMS. 


THE French Army is to adopt the system of “Noc- 
turoal alerts,” in vogue in the German Army. Under 
it every soldier must be ready to face an enemy in 
a given time, and very short at that. The effort is 
= — a condition of almost instantaneous mobil- 

zation. 


Tae French Armv budget for 1892 is larger by 78,- 
000,000 francs than in 1891. In accordance with the 
ivereased amount, 324 officers, 7,500 men and 1,045 
horses are to be added tothe army. Two now cavairy 
regiments will be formed. Thearmy of France, for 
times of peace, will then muster 28,000 officers, 517,- 
000 men, 25.600 gendarmes and 139,000 horses. 


Tue British are congratulating themselves upon 
the opening of the new route to the East over their 
own territory, the journey from Yokohama to Mon- 
treal having been accomplished in 14 days by the 
new Pacific line Empresas of Japanand the Cana- 
dian Pacific Express. Tbe run from Vancouver, 
2,900 miles, was made in 3 days 17 hours, whereas the 
time usually occupied is 64 to 7 days. The average 
speed for the entire distanve was 34 miles an hour; 
but the train made a record of a mile a minute for 
hours over the Western prairie, and made spurts in 
some places of from 70 to 75 miles an hour. Mail 
trains are to be run on similar time. 


Tue C.S. Consul at Gibraltar reports tbat 31 for- 
eign steamships bave touched at that pore during 
thelast four months carrying 20,965 [talian immi- 
grauts to the United States, and that several other 
steamships are expected to follow on from the same 
quarter with immigrants in such numbers as to con- 
stitute a regular exodus from the Italian Kingdom. 
The U. 8s. Consul at Naples reports toat a vast mul- 
titude of immigrants are leaving that port for the 
United States, every steamer sailing for New York 
being filled to its utmost capacity with Ltalians prin- 
cipally from tbe provinces—a very ignorant and 
undesirable population. The Consul says he is in- 
formed that certain districts in Italy are nearly de- 
populated of men, leaving the work of cultivating 
the ground to be dove by women altogether.
